Cowlte of Rother- 
ham, ironmonger, 13 Nov. 1613, in which he speaks of his brother Tho. Rawson and 
his kinsman M 1 ' Will. Vesey of Brampton. It is clear that Cowlts were nearly 
connected with the Buntings. 

Of her relations, Cotton and Longley, I can give no further account. Her father 
speaks in his will of "Elizab. Tailor, dau. of my aunt Revel," and Eliz. Vesey of 
Rotherham (will 1 Dec. 1597) speaks of Agnes Revel her dau., and seems at* the 
same time to be mother [of J Richard and Margaret Bunting. 

A complete set of Extracts from the Register of Rotherham would clear up all 
these difficulties.

1671, & is buried in the ground at Cinder Hill, & Mary Stacie of Cinder Hill, who 
d. 23 Jan. 1683, & is bur. in the same place. 

In the same ground are, or were, Memorials for Elizabeth, dau. of George Ely, 
late of Mansfield, who d. 27 Dec. 1672 ; and for Judith, late wife of George Harrison 
of Orgrave, who d. 3 June 1688 ; & these with the persons mentioned in the 
Pedigree were all for whom there were Memorials when I visited the place March 
28, 1802, and here I am, Sep. 7, 1845, recording them, & using the materials then 
gathered. 

M rs Rhodes in her will 1669 names also Thomas Stacie, who is uncle to Mahlon 
Lillie ; Ann, w. of William Harrison ; Margaret Wallier (Walker ?) of Darnal & 
Margaret Newbould, her dau. & h. ; her friend & cozen William Laughton who 
wrote the will. 

In the will of Mary Farnworth occurs also Tho s , John, & Mary, children of 
Tho s Aldam of Warmsworth, certain Kelhams, and Rebecca and Edy Ardron.

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Hall. But I know not bow far it is to be relied upon, nor whether the two entries 
which follow may not relate to members of this family. , The occurrence of Bramhall 
& Broadbent in such connection is at least remarkable.

There is little or no doubt that these Rollestons are all one family, but much is 
to be done before the connection is made out. I shall add a few notes of the name. 

In the Church of Warsop is a marble Mon. to the memory of John .Rolleston of 
Rolleston, co. Staff., Secretary to W m , Duke of Newcastle, leaving two children, 
which see in Throsby's ' Thorofcon.' He d. 18 Dec. 1681, aged 84. Erected by Eliz. 
his widow, then residing in that parish. This must be the John Rolleston who wrote 
a Preface to the Duchess of Newcastle's ' Life of the Duke.' The widow was the 
2 nd wife of Sir Ralph Knight of Langold. As he is described of Rolleston in 
Staffordshire perhaps he may not belong to these. See his will in York Wills 1427.

This account of the descent and consanguinity of the illustrious General George 
Washington was communicated to me by the Hon. Bushrod Washington in a letter 
dated Mount Vernon, Jan. 25, 1823. My object in soliciting the information was 
to establish or to refute a rumour (for tradition I think it does not deserve to be 
called) that the Virginia family were of the Washingtons of Adwick le Street near 
Doncaster. Laurence was not a name used by that family. Sir Isaac Heard had 
in 1792 applied to General Washington on the subject, and most of what M r B. 
Washington has sent me is a copy of a communication made to Sir Isaac by the 
General himself. The notice of Lee and the General's marriages are added from 
another authority. — 5 April 1823.

1. This Society shall be called the Harleian Society. 

2. It shall have for its chief object the publication of the Heraldic 
Visitations of Counties, and any manuscripts relating to Genealogy, 
Family History, and Heraldry, selected by the Council. 

3. The Council shall consist of a President, nine Vice-Presidents, and 
twelve Members of Council, two of whom shall hold the posts of Secretary 
and Treasurer ; and any four, including the Treasurer or Secretary, shall 
form a quorum. In case of equality of votes, the Chairman to have a 
casting vote. Any Candidate may be elected with the consent in writing 
of one Member of the Council, the Treasurer, and the Secretary. 

4. Three Members of the Council shall retire in rotation annually, 
but shall be eligible for re-election. 

5. The Annual Subscription shall be One Guinea, paid in advance, 
and due on the 1st day of January in each year; and new Members 
shall pay an Entrance Fee of 10s. 6d. in addition to their first Annual 
Subscription. 

6. Members may at their option subscribe Two Guineas per annum, 
in which case they will be entitled to the publications of the Eegister 
Section of the Society. 

7. The funds raised by the Society shall be expended in publishing 
such works as are selected by the Council ; but no payment in money 
shall be made to any person for editing any work for the Society. 

8. One volume at least shall be supplied to the Members every year. 

9. An Annual Meeting shall be held in the month of January every 
year, at such time and place as the Council may direct ; and due notice 
shall be sent to the Members of the Society at least a fortnight pre- 
viously. 

10. No work shall be supplied to any Member unless his Subscription 
for the year be paid ; and any Member not having paid his Subscription 
for two years, having received notice thereof, shall cease to belong to the 
Society. 

11. No copies of the publications of the Society shall be supplied to 
persons not actually Members, and each Member shall be restricted to a 
single Subscription. 

12. An account of the receipts and expenses of the Society to be 
made up to the 31st of December in each year, and published with a list of 
the Members and the Rules of the Society in the following Volume. 

13. These Rules shall not be altered except at the Annual Meeting, 
and three clear weeks' notice must be given to the Secretary of any such 
intended alteration. 



Report for tfce f^ear 1895. 



The Council have to report that, since the Annual Meeting last 
year, eighteen new Members have joined the Society, of whom nine 
have also joined the Eegister Section. Two Members have also joined 
the Eegister Section. 

During the same period the Society has lost eight Members (of 
whom seven belonged to the Eegister Section) by death; thirteen 
Members (of whom ten belonged to the Eegister Section and one of 
these to that Section alone) have resigned ; one Member has resigned 
his membership in respect of the Ordinary Publications but continues 
his subscription to the Eegister Section ; five Members (including the 
one above mentioned who belonged to the Eegister Section alone) have 
discontinued their subscriptions to the Eegister Section, and the names 
of four Members (of whom two belonged to the Eegister Section) have 
been removed under Eule X. 

The number of Members now on the Eoll is three hundred and 
fifty-six, of whom one hundred and ninety-seven are Subscribers to the 
Eegister Section, and of these there is one who belongs to that 
Section alone. 

The Second and Third "Volumes of Hunter's " Familiae Minor um 
Gentium," edited by Mr. J. "W. Clay, E.S.A., have been issued to the 
Members as the Publications for 1895. The text of the Fourth 
Volume is printed, and it will be issued as soon as the Index to the 
whole "Work, which it includes, is completed. 

In the Eegister Section " The Eegisters of Christ Church, Newgate 
Street," edited by Mr. W. A. Littledale, have been issued as the 
Publication for 1895.
